AMERICAN BOOKS ABROAD. 

Prof. G. Stanley Hali/s “Aspects of Ger¬ 
man Culture.”— Das Magazin fiir die Literatur 
des In- und Auslandes, one of the leading Ger¬ 
man reviews, has in a late number a careful and 
analytical criticism of Professor Grenville Stan¬ 
ley Hall’s “ Aspects of German Culture,” pub¬ 
lished last summer by the Osgoods. The re¬ 
viewer says: “The author of this volume, as 
he tells us in his preface, spent nearly five 
years at German universities, and the essays 
which here appear, and which were first pub¬ 
lished in the Nation in the form of letters from 
Berlin and Leipsic in 1878-80, are ample proof 
that his time was used to good purpose. His 
treatment of the general subject shows a re¬ 
markable acquaintance with the peculiar char¬ 
acter of our educational system.” The critic 
further says : “ His conclusions exhibit a judg¬ 
ment surprisingly correct in its estimate of the 
character of German educational methods, and 
hardly to be looked for in a foreign writer. We 
have not room to add further to the proofs we 
have already given of the thorough knowledge 
and, in the main, correct judgment of the au¬ 
thor upon the various subjects here discussed. 
Nor is it necessary. The reader who takes up 
the book will not lay it down again without 
having, through the keen knowledge and an¬ 
alytical treatment of the author, learned to re¬ 
gard the subject from new and clearer stand¬ 
points.” 

In acknowledging the receipt of Our Little 
Ones (published by the Russell Publishing Co., 
Boston), the Academy remarks that “ the only 
thing that could be urged against it is that it is 
American, by which we mean that it has the 
defects of its merits. English children of the 
age for whom it is intended will be puzzled by 
darkies, ’possums, stores, cents, quarters, 
sleighs, etc. This apart, we have nothing but 
praise to give. The shortness of the stories is 
an excellent feature, and it does not lie in our 
mouths to complain that they are actually all 
signed .” In comparing it with a leading Eng¬ 
lish juvenile periodical, the Academy continues, 
“ On the whole, it must be confessed that the 
superior paper and print of the American mag¬ 
azine fairly typify its superiority both in text 
and in woodcuts. We shrewdly suspect that the 
Americans encourage their children to buy maga¬ 
zines more than we do. Our best juvenile maga¬ 
zines are not for home reading, but for boys.”

This cyclopaedia claims to be a novelty only in the abun¬ 
dance of its matter, and the peculiarities of its arrangement. 
The English and Latin quotations are arranged under sub¬ 
ject heads, and it will be noted that, throughout, the arrang- 
ment is alphabetical; the subjects first, then the authors, and 
lastly the quotations under each name ; with each quota¬ 
tion is given the name of the writer and the place where it 
may be found ; the grouping of certain prominent subjects, 
such as “ Birds,” 11 Flowers,” “ Months,” “ Occupations,” 
“ Seasons,” ‘‘ Trees,” etc., is new and useful. The appen¬ 
dix contains, besides the matter quoted in title: Topical 
indexes ; A concordance to English quotations, and index 
to translation of Latin quotations. The volume is a very 
handsome one altogether, finely printed on good paper, and 
substantially bound. It is one of those books of reference 
«very one will find indispensable after using it a little 
while.

QUESTIONABLE JOURNALISM. 

There is a way of stating things which, by 
isolating them from surrounding facts, is calcu¬ 
lated to produce a false impression. This ques¬ 
tionable practice, unfortunately common in 
business, is not uncommon in journalism, and 
it is not the New York Tribune that forms an 
exception. On various occasions it has sinned 
in this direction, but never, perhaps, in a more 
uncalled-for and unjournalistic manner than 
when, in one of its recent issues, it commented 
on the abandonment of a legitimate journal¬ 
istic enterprise. By elaborately and con amore 
dwelling upon the details of the one unsuccess¬ 
ful publishing enterprise, without even an allu¬ 
sion to the many successes of the same house, 
—some of which, in their magnitude, are of na¬ 
tional importance—and, furthermore, by making 
a one-sided comparison with the success of 
another house, showing results without show¬ 
ing causes, the Tribune has, perhaps, among 
the uninitiated, succeeded in producing its in¬ 
tended impression. To those, however, who 
are able to judge of the relative value of the 
facts, the Tribune has plainly betrayed its ani¬ 
mus. This must be evident to any one who 
happened to glance at the adjoining column 
in the same issue, in which the advertisement 
of the extolled house occupied a prominent 
place, even should he not be aware of the well- 
known fact that the house which was singled 
out for this “ record of ill-luck” does not, as a 
matter of fact, advertise in the New York Trib¬ 
une. It is possible that this exhibition of jour¬ 
nalistic malice is less due to the advertising 
element, now so conspicuously on the surface, 
than to a strong undercurrent of personal mo¬ 
tives ; but even on the latter ground, it is dis¬ 
creditable journalism. 


THE ENGLISHMAN A POOR BOOK- 
BUYER 

From the London Spectator , 

As to the average Englishman, he simply 
hates buying books, will wait weeks for a 
novel which he is crazy to read, worries Mudie 
with preposterous demands, drives his fellow- 
members of the book club frantic with selfish 
recommendations, and sometimes, in his eager¬ 
ness to borrow, performs acts of incredible 
meanness. We have known authors asked to 
lend their own copies by men of ten times their 
income, while publishers grow hard in their 
fights to prevent acquaintances of all kinds 
getting their books without payment. Even 
the subscriptions to libraries are paid reluc¬ 
tantly. The custodians of large, serious libraries 
know perfectly well that it is next to impos¬ 
sible to prevent a dozen families from using a 
single subscsiption, and Messrs. Mudie’s books 
are lent from hand to hand with the coolest and 
hardiest defiance of ordinary justice. The total 
result is that the middle-class Englishman, as a 
rule, does not buy books, and except the afore¬ 
said classics and professional books, he pos¬ 
sesses scarcely any. The professional books he 
must have, and he buys them without qualms, 
as he buys office chairs or foolscap, as part of 
the expenses ot his business ; and he has a 
feeling that not to have a few classics, especially 
Shakespeare, Milton, and a few other poets, is 
a little boorish ; but there his voluntary buy¬ 
ing ends. In second-rate towns booksellers 
could not live but for their stationery, and in 
one case we know, a leading bookseller did not 
receive orders, apart from Bibles, Prayer-books, 
and books for presents, for 100 volumes a 
year. Would demand begin if the books were 
cheaper? We doubt it greatly. In the first 
place, the cheapness of the books would not 
diminish but perceptibly increase their disfavor 
as “ litter.” There would be more of them, and 
they would be, must be, much worse bound. 
Cheap books may be strongly bound, but no 
possible change in the art of binding or the 
practice of publishing can give us five-shilling 
volumes bound with the handsome leather 
backs dear to housewives and to book-lovers. 
They will take up more room, if anything, than 
before, and demand, consequently, even an in¬ 
creased watchfulness. And then will they be 
cheap? The Briton knows instinctively that if 
he begins buying books he will never stop ; 
that if he gives way to the idea that they are 
cheap, mamma may want them, and the girls will 
want them, and the boys will insist on them ; 
and four books at 5s. make a pound, the price 
of two stalls for the theatre, and—and—and 
Messrs. Mudie will send you 300 volumes— 
six a week—for 3 guineas ayear. No reduction 
of price will compete with that, and the English¬ 
man who reads novels all the evening, but never 
is quite certain that they are not deleterious, 
will, even at 5s.,avoid buying them; and lor his 
serious books, read them first, to see if they are 
worth buying, and then not buy. At least, that 
is our impression, as it is evidently that of the 
publishers, who, we fear, every now and then 
get sharp lessons from experience. We have a 
book before us as we write, in two octavo vol¬ 
umes, strongly, and indeed attractively bound, 
perfectly printed, and on good paper. It is a 
charming memoir, readable by all educated 
men, and received on its appearance with a 
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chorus of approval. Its wholesale price is 
4s. 6d. a volume, and we venture to say with con¬ 
fidence that 2000 copies of it were never sold ; 
and that if the price had been reduced to 2s. 6d., 
probably less than its cost, the sale would not 
have been increased by 50 per cent. Publishers 
are subject to conditions, like all other human 
beings; and one of their conditions in this 
country is that the English are not as yet a 
bookbuying people. They are educated up to 
the point of reading, but not of paying an ap¬ 
preciable part of their incomes for the privilege 
of possessing books. There is china to buy, 
and wine, and books must be hired. 


THE GERMAN PUBLISHERS’ TRADE 
CATALOGUE. 

From The '(London) Bookseller. 

The Germans have taken a hint from our¬ 
selves and our American contemporaries, and 
improved upon it. We have received from 
Adolph Russell’s Verlag, Munster in West- 
phalen, the first eight parts of a collective cata¬ 
logue of the German trade, which promises to 
be the most complete form of Reference Cata¬ 
logue yet invented. It embraces the entire 
trade of Germany, Austria, and Switzerland, 
and includes the full catalogues of books in 
print issued by the publishers of those coun¬ 
tries. These are printed in a uniform style by 
Herr Russell, much in the same way that our 
classified list of the publications of the month 
is printed, and, when all are finished, a series of 
alphabetical indices will furnish a key to the 
volumes. The work will be in fourteen sec¬ 
tions or volumes, each issued in two or more 
parts. Each section will include the publishers 
of a district, such as : Aix-la-Chapelle and the 
surrounding towns ; Berlin, and the Central 
Commission of the North German trade; Bern- 
burg-Dusseldorf, and the Saxon district, and so 
on. To the best of our knowledge, it is the 
most comprehensive catalogue of current Ger¬ 
man literature ever published, and booksellers 
and librarians who have occasional demand for 
German books will find it of great assistance. 
An annual supplementary volume is promised 
by the publisher, in continuance of the work. 

IMPERFECT EDITOR’S COPIES. 

From the Examiner and 'Chronicle. 

Some publishers have a shabby way of send¬ 
ing out mutilated or soiled books for review, 
and the thing occurs so often that it cannot be 
the result of accident. Now the most expen¬ 
sive volumes sent for notice to a newspaper are 
•not priced higher than $15. At our regular 
advertising price ($1.50 a line for leaded brevier 
'notices) it takes just ten lines of commendatory 
notice to make a full commercial equivalent for 
such a book. But, as it generally happens, a 
book that sells for Sr, $2 or $3 gets a notice of 
ifrom twenty lines to a whole column. In other 
words, a newspaper usually gives the publisher 
from five to twenty times the value of his book 
,in advertising—for a good book notice is the 
best kind of advertising. The least, therefore, 
that the publisher can do, is to send perfect 
copies of his volumes to the reviewers—-whose 
•only pay, in many cases, is the book that they 
notice. 


LINDSAY & BLAKISTON. 

The firm of Lindsay & Blakiston, so long 
identified with the publication of medical books 
in Philadelphia, and so extensively known in 
this connection throughout the United States, 
was dissolved January 1, by mutual consent, 
having existed for nearly forty years, making it 
the oldest firm without change in that city, 
and, with few exceptions, the oldest in the 
country. As a firm, their business was first 
established in July, 1843, Mr. Robert Lindsay, 
the senior partner, having been for over sixty 
years connected with the book business, part of 
the time with a large publishing house. Mr. 
Presley Blakiston, the junior partner, had also 
for a long time been with the oldest publishing 
house in the country that had made a specialty 
of publishing and selling medical books, and at 
a time when the works of Profs. Chapman, 
Dewees, Gibson, Horner, Meigs, Dunglison, 
and a few other well-known authors were rec¬ 
ommended and used as text-books in every 
medical school in the United States. His 
knowledge and experience with this particular 
branch of the publishing business has extended 
over a period of more than half a century. 
Upon first entering into business, their publica¬ 
tions embraced many’- standard religious and 
miscellaneous books, including also many 
works of literary and artistic value, not neglect¬ 
ing, however, the medical branch of their busi¬ 
ness, which soon assumed an importance that 
rendered it expedient to dispose of their other 
publications and confine themselves to the pub¬ 
lication of medical books alone. Commencing 
in 1843, and occupying one floor only of the 
store at the N. W. corner of Fourth and Chest¬ 
nut, they soon found it necessary to occupy the 
whole building; and, in 1851, finding their 
quarters still too circumscribed, they purchased 
the property 25 South Sixth Street, and erected 
a building more suitable for their purposes, 
where they have remained to this date ; confin¬ 
ing themselves, since 1862, exclusively to the 
publication and sale of medical and scientific 
books. In January, 1880, in order to be in a 
more central position, or one more suitable for 
their special business, a branch was established 
at 1012 Walnut Street, by Mr. Blakiston, who 
has now purchased from his late partner, Mr. 
Lindsay, all his interest in the business, and 
will continue it under the firm-name of P. Blak¬ 
iston, Son & Co. The new firm is composed of 
Presley Blakiston, his son Kenneth M. Blakis¬ 
ton, and Frank W. Robinson, who needs no 
introduction to the trade. 


INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

The Syndicat pour la Protection de la Pro- 
pri6t6 litt6raire et artistique h l’Etranger has 
thus constituted its bureau: President, M. 
Georges Hachette ; vice-presidents, MM. G6- 
rome and Adrien Huart ; secretaries, MM. 
Germond de Lavigne and Charles Joliet ; treas¬ 
urer, M. Bouasse-Lebel ; archivist, M. Dor- 
feuil. 

We take from Mark Twain’s recent dinner- 
speech at Montreal the following : “ I did not 
come to Canada to commit crime—this time— 
but to prevent it. I came here to place myself 
under the protection of the Canadian law and 
secure a copyright. I have complied with the 
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requirements of the law ; I have followed the 
instructions of some of the best legal minds in 
the city, including my own, and so my errand 
is accomplished, at least so far as any exertions 
of mine can aid that accomplishment. This is 
rather a cumbersome way to fence and fortify 
one’s property against the literary buccaneer, 
it is true ; still, if it is effective, it is a great 
advance upon past conditions, and one to be 
correspondingly welcomed. It makes one 
hope and believe that a day will come when, in 
the eye of the law, literary property will be as 
sacred as whiskey, or any other of the neces¬ 
saries of life. In’this age of ours, if you steal 
another man’s label to advertise your own 
brand of whiskey with, you will be heavily 
fined and otherwise punished for violating that 
trade-mark ; if you steal the whiskey without 
the trade-mark, you go to jail ; but if you could 
prove that the whiskey was literature, you can 
steal them both, and the law wouldn’t say a 
word. It grieves me to think how far more 
profound and reverent a respect the law would 
have for literature, if a body could only get 
drunk on it. Still, the world moves; the in¬ 
terests of literature upon our continent are im¬ 
proving ; let us be content and wait. ... I 
saw the Plains of Abraham, and the spot where 
the lamented Wolfe stood when he made the 
memorable remark that he would rather be the 
author of Gray’s ‘ Elegy’ than take Quebec. 
But why did he say so rash a thing? It was 
because he supposed there was going to be in¬ 
ternational copyright. Otherwise there would 
be no money in it.” 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

Hall & Whiting, Boston, announce for the 
coming season a George Eliot “Birthday-Book.” 

E. L. Kellogg & Co., New York, announce 
a volume, entitled “How to Paint in Water- 
Colors.” 

Macmillan & Co. are about to publish a new 
translation of Herman Grimm’s “Tales,” with 
illustrations by Walter Crane. 

William Allen has severed his connection 
with Willy Wallach, and is now a partner in the 
firm of Cornwell Bros. & Co., printers, station¬ 
ers, and lithographers,of 448 Broome St., where 
he will be pleased to see his friends. 

The Longfellow “ Birthday-Book ” has sold 
17,000 copies, and the Emerson and Whittier 
“ Birthday-Books,” published later, have each 
reached about 9000. The unusual care with 
which the selections for these books were made 
entitles them to an exceptional popularity. 

A. D. F. Randolph & Co. will issue shortly 
a new edition of the Havergal birthday-book, 
“ Red Letter Days.” They have issued for 
the year 1882, a handsome block calendar enti¬ 
tled “ Daily Steps Upward,” comprising a 
scripture text and selection of poetry for every 
day in the year. 

Miss Kate Sanborn, of Smith College, 
Northampton, Mass., has in preparation a new 
revised and enlarged edition of her Round 
Table series of Literature Lessons, which will 
be published early this year by Jas. R. Osgood 
& Co. The leaflets, twenty-five in number, 
treat each author by topics, with his contem¬ 


poraries in his own country, and, afterward, 
all over the world grouped in circles about the 
central figure. The authors chosen range from 
Chaucer to Tennyson. 

D. Appleton & Co. expect to issue this 
spring the first two volumes of a complete edi¬ 
tion of the poetical and prose works of William 
Cullen Bryant, which has been prepared by 
Parke Godwin. The first volumes will contain 
the poetical writings, including a number of 
poems hitherto unpublished. The next two 
volumes will be devoted to essays and ad¬ 
dresses, and the last two to the biography. The 
publishers will spare nothing to make this edi¬ 
tion a handsome one in every respect. 


Mr. Chas. E. De Rance’s volume on “ The 
Water Supply of England and Wales,” with six 
colored maps, will be published immediately 
by Edward Stanford, London. 

Heinrich Duntzner, already well known by 
his biographies of Goethe and Schiller, has 
been engaged for some time upon a new life of 
Lessing. The book is to be illustrated with 
fac-similes and portraits. 

The second part of Leopold von Ranke’s 
“ Weltgeschichte” has pased through the press, 
and will be published in the course of the pres¬ 
ent month by Duncker & Humblot, of Leipzig. 
Like the first part, it consists of two volumes, 
which treat of the Roman Republic and its 
supremacy. 

Brockhaus’ “ Conversations-lexikon” is 
now appearing in a thirteenth edition, revised 
and augmented, which is to be illustrated with 
upward of 400 plates, besides numerous wood- 
cuts interspersed throughout the text. Not¬ 
withstanding the necessarily enhanced cost of 
production, the price of this useful encyclo¬ 
paedia will not be raised. 

Charles Dickens is engaged upon a “ Dic¬ 
tionary of Paris,” which will be published by 
Macmillan & Co. early in the spring. Messrs. 
Macmillan & Co. will also publish the future 
issues of Mr. Dickens’ well-known Dictionaries 
of London and of the Thames, and of the 
“ Continental A B C.” They, as before, have 
the benefit of Mr. Dickens’ personal manage¬ 
ment. 

“ The first part of the Browning Society’s 
Paper has run out of print,” says the Academy . 
“ A second edition is in press, and will con¬ 
tain, besides Mr. Browning’s ‘Shelley Essay,’ 
and Mr. Furnivall’s ‘ Browning Bibliography/ 
considerable additions to the latter, which will 
be sent to every possessor of the first edition. 
Part II. is also at press, containing Mr. Kirk- 
man’s ‘ Inaugural Lecture,’ Mr. Sharpe’s paper 
on the * Dramatic Idyls,’ series ii., etc.” 

In reference to the cheap issues now publish¬ 
ing in England the Publishers' Circular says r 
“ The People's edition of the ‘ Ingoldsby Le¬ 
gends,’ published by Richard Bentley & Sons, 
is certainly one of the cheapest books ever 
known. It is published at sixpence, comprises 
sixty-four 4to pages, and contains forty illus¬ 
trations by Cruikshank, Leech, and Tenniel. 
Messrs. Cassell & Co. are going to follow the 
example set by this firm, Messrs. Longman, 
and Messrs. Smith & Elder, and bring out ‘a 
sixpenny edition of Capt. Burnaby’s ‘ Ride to 
Khiva,’ and * Kate Coventry/ ’*
